Tlie report of the Census Commissioners gives the following illustration 
to assist in forming a distinct conception of this great number. "The 
Building of the Great Exhibition in London, enclosed eighteen acres, and 
50,000 or 60,000 often enterod it daily ; on the 9th of October, 93,224 peraona 
filled its floors and galleries, and could almost be siirveyed by the eye at one 
time. Of 100,000 persons a general notion can be formed by all those who 
witnessed this spectacle at the Crystal Palace ; it is a number greater than 
were ever at one time in a building covering eighteen acres, bat somewhat 
less than the greatest number (109,915) that ever entered it in one day. The 
population, then, of Great Britain, including men, women, and children, 
exceeds 21 1 hundred tkouMnds, and at the rate of 100,000 a-day oonld haTS 
IMissed through the building in 211 days." 

Allowing a square yard for each person, the whole population could have 
stood on seven square miles. 

Nearly all these twenty-one millions of x)eo]^le will be dead befoM 100 
years have rolled away, but some few will be alive in 1951.

PBOPORTION OF MALES AND FEMALES. 

The number of the male population of Great Britain in 1851 was 10,386,048, 
of the female population 10,735,919. The females exceeded the males by 
349,871, and the males at^onte were 10,223,558; consequently, the females 
exceeded by 512,361 the males in Great Britain. To 100,000 males at home 
in 1851, there were^l05,012 females; or, in other words, twenty males at 
home to twenty-one females. The proportion between the sexes at each

Out of 290,209 women in the above counties 169,806 were wives, and 
120,403 were spinsters or widows. 46,705 children were bom in wedlock, 
and 3,292 out of wedlock. To every thirty-six wives ten children were bom, 
and to every 366 unmarried women ten children were bom. 

Out of 41,916 families having a man and wife at theur head 11,947 had no 
chUdren at home, 8570 had each one child at home, 7,376 had each two chil- 
dren at homo, 5,611 had each three children at home, 4027 had eadi four 
children at home, 12/5 had each six children at home, and one family had 
twelve children at home. The average number of children to a family, was, 
however, only two.

TaiJt. ThiB is what we should expect. The desire of haviog a home and 
home to one's self is strong in the English charaeter. The feeling !■ 
fkrourable to the growth of domestic virtaes, and where it is the expressioa 
of a proper ambition, ought by all means to be encouraged. But there ia 
a considerable population occupying no houses at all,— sleeping in bams, in 
tents, and in the open air ; compriBing, with some honest, some unfortunate 
people oat of employment, or temporarily employed, gypsies, beggara, 
strollers, vagabonds, vagrants^ outcasts, criminals. The ntmiber of these 
classes returned was 9,972 in boms, and 8,277 in the open air. This is less 
than the actual number, as it was impossible to obtain the number cor- 
zeotly. It is mentioned in one instance that a tribe of gypsies struck their 
tenti^ and passed into another parish, in order to escape enumeration. 

PaOPORTION OF TOWN AND COUNTBT POPULATION. 

The Tillages, large and small, in Great Britain ore 17, 150 in number, and 
stand on an avo^age two and a half miles apart. The number of toioTis of 
Tarious magnitudes, either market towns, country towns, or cities, was 
815,-^80 in England and Wales, 225 in Scotland, and 10 in the Channel 
Islands. The population amounted to 10,556,283 in the 815 towns, and 
to 10,403,189 in small towns without markets, and villages and de- 
tailed houses. The population in ioicn and country may, therefore, 
be said to be equal. In the country there were about Jive cures (5*3) 
to a person, in the towns abovit Jive persons (5*2) to an acre. The density in 
the country was 120 persons to a square mile, in the towns 3, 337 persons to a 
square mile. The fact, that the town and country populaUon is equal, is a 
Tery important one, and famishes an answer to assertions which have been 
made by political orators for party purposes.
